MISTAKES 


MAN'S imperfections lead him to 

make many mistakes in life, 
and the pointing out-of these frail- 
ties has engaged the attention of 
philosophers and reformers in all 
ages. .A recent writer enumerates 
what he’ considers to be the seven 
greatest mistakes of man, as fol- 
lows:— . : ; 


1, The delusion that individual 


- advancement is made by crushing 


others down. 


‘2. The tendency to worry about 
things that cannot be changed or 
corrected. 


3. Insisting that a-thing is Im- 


possible because we ourselves can- 
not accomplish it, 

- 4, Refusing to set aside trivial 
preferences in order that important 
things may be accomplished. .

UCCESS in the treatment of 
abscessed teeth with the chemi- 
cal remedy, sulfanilamide, was re- 
ported by Dr. Fred R. Adams, of 
New ‘York, at the Greater Philadel- 


’ phia Dental Mecting in Philadelphia. 


One injection directly into the 
abscess of a hot  sulfanilamide 
solution killed all the trouble-mak- 
ing germs ‘in every case but two, 
Dr. Adams reported. One case re- 
quired two such treatments and 
another, three. Some of the abscesses 
that were cleaned up in one treat- 
ment ‘had’ persisted for 10 years. 
X-ray pictures of these cases showed 


that after a few months new bone ~ 


had grown. to fill the area formerly 
occupied by the abscess. 

Heating the sulfanilamide solution 
for treatment is important, Dr. 
Adams emphasised. A stronger con- 
centration of the drug can be obtain- 
ed in hot water and the heat re- 
enforces the chemical’s action on the 
germs, he explained. 

This method of using a hot sul~ 
fanilamide solution for irrigation 
should, in Dr. Adams's opinion,. be 
useful in treating infections in other 
parts of the body, such as sinus in- 
fections and the bone diseases, 
osteomyelitis and osteitis, and in 
cellulitis involving bone.—Scifence 
News Letter.

Why has the government found it 
necessary to concern itself with the 
creams, lipsticks, hair tonics and 
dyes, bath preparations, deodorants, 
depilatories, soaps and powders with 
which you attempt to keep yourself? 

Pay a visit to the Food and Drug 

_Administration’s Museum — often 

called: the Chamber of Hovrors—at 
the Department of Agriculture, in 
Washington, and you'll find the an~ 
swer, On display you'll see corrosive 
eyelash dyes that have caused blind- 
ness, freckle creams containing mer- 
cury which may seep through the 
pores of the skin and bring about 
slow poisoning, “fresheners” which 
are strong astringents and do quite 
the opposite of freshening, and de- 
pilatories which are nothing more 
than rat poison (thallium acetate) 
and whose use results in baldness, 
skin injury, nervous troubles ‘and 
glandular disturbances. On the mar~ 
ket, too, have been hair dyes con- 
taining lead or silver, neither of 
them good for you. 

Now, don’t rush to your medicine 


closet or dressing table arid throw © 


out all your array of jars and bot- 
tles. Most cosmetics are perfectly 
harmless, and it’s in the interest of

inition of cosmetic—may not be in- 
troduced or delivered in interstate 


- commerce if it does not comply with 


the law. It must not be adulterat~- 


ed; that is, contain any poisonous or. 
“harmful substance. 


Nor can it be 
misbranded. Labels must not make 
false claims. They must not say a 
product has “power to permanently 
remove hair” when the product is a 
mere camouflaging bleach. They 
must not say a product can “restore 
hair colour’? when the “restoration” 
is nothing more than dyeing. 

The law also provides that con- 

tainers must not be made or filled so 
that they are misleading as to capa- 
city. This rules out false-bottomed 
jars. 
_ Regulation of coal tar dyes used 
in lipsticks is a story in itself. A 
coal tar-colour can be’ used only if it 
fs from a batch certified by the 
Food: 
When you consider that one factory 
alone is prepared to manufacture 
lipstick in 800 different shades, you 
can see that colouring plays an .im- 
portant role in cosmetics. What's 
more, many of the hues going into 
a product aren’t even- apparent, and 
ochre, nile green, purple, and royal 
come up for certification as 
well as the various shades of red 
and flesh. : 

Certification is made after chemi- 
cal. testing. The Administration 
makes assurance doubly . sure by 
bioassays—tests on living. animals. 
Colouring matter is injected into 
white mice, As the dyes enter their 
systems, the little creatures develop 
purple, coral-coloured, green, or 
orange ears and tails. Some ‘of them 
develop less colourful skin lesions or 
rashes. After the mice are killed, 
pathologists microscopically exam- 
ine their tissues for any injurious 
effect of the “dyes. ‘ 

Eyelash dyes ure tested in similar 


fashion. If found to be injurious, ; 


they cannot be sold. : 

In the case of hair dyes, if they 
contain any ingredient like the high- 
ly irritating dye, paraphenylenedia- 


; mine, which may be poisonous or 
harmful, their labels must bear the 


following legend, conspicuously dis~ 
played: “Caution. This product con- 
tains ingredients which may cause 
skin irritation on certain individuals 


and a preliminary test according to | 


accompanying directions should first 
be made. ‘This product must not be

The idea of Hritnin as a fortress 
is nothing new. When Napoleon 
scowled nt ua neross the Channel 
from Boulogne we hastily built a 
chaln ‘of Martetlo towers mounted 
with ordnance to repel invasion, 

‘ The Milita were culled up to oc- 
cupy strategle points along the South 
and South-East Consts, and a system 
of-canils was devised by the Royal 
Engineers for our protection. 

At that time Napoleon was as 
qreit a bogy as Hitler is to-day. In 
some ways the parallel is extraordin- 
arily exact. 


The .Napoleonle wars were the 
direct result of the long, exhausting 
wars of Louis XIV, and XV. which 
led to the revolution in France. At 
first, moderate men led this revolu- 
tion, but by dexrees they were forced 
to give way to men of extreme views, 
until, after a doubtful start, Napoleon 
war thrown up. 


Now Hitler's forces are ready to 
strike at us from across the Channel, 
from Denmark, or from Norway. 

Are we as rendy to defend our- 
selves as we were in 1904? 

More so, I think, for our fortress 
has progressed. It Is now divided 
into three components: 

(a) Actlve defence; 

{b) Passive defence; and 

{cv) The counter-offensive. 

If we examine what these three 
mean In our immediate situation, the 
result will be reassuring. 

Qur active defence includes the 
Navy ond everything, of which they 
ure capable, especially the destruc- 
tion of submarines, 

It includes the convoy system 
which feeds us, the armed merchant- 
men which maintain our communi- 
calions, the minesweepers, the traw- 
lers, and the myriads of other craft 


which fit into the scale, 

This section also includes the 
R.A.F, Constal Patrol Service, the 
mobile anti-aircraft batteries, the 
coast defence batteries manned by 


the Royal ArtiNery, and—a recent 
addition—the flying columns of well- 
equipped troops and their “auxiNar- 
Jes” the “parashooters," now rendy 
to den) with any possible landing. 
Balloon barrages can be added to 
this category, because they, too, are 
mobile. : 


PROTECTING KEY POINTS 


Next we come to passive defence. 
hwhich includes the protection of vul- 
nerable points such as power sta- 
tions, werodromes, shipyards, and in- 
dustrial districts. 

These must be defended, and they 
ate, Yesterday “Evans of the Broke” 
took over the defence of alreraft fac- 
torles and the - aerodromes attached 
to them, but this docs not mean that 
they were neglected before.

A fortress must be 
able to fight as well ns to defend it- 
elf, otherwise the garrison becomes 
beleaguered, No matter what the 
Germans can produce, Britain will 
never enter thot category. 

We shall still be able to reinforce 
our troops in France, or, thinks to 
our command of the sea, send them 
unywhere deemed necessary. 

The Navy can produce counter- 
offensives wherever they lke in 
Europe. The Air Force are produc- 
Ing them every day.

German occupation of the French 
Channel ports and Atlantic [oust 
warns us thit| any moment may 
bring zero hour on the Home Front, 

The threat finds all ranks of the 
Home Defence services at action 
stations, But that is not new. Ac- 
tion stations have been fully man- 
ned, day and night, since war broke 
out, 

Despite Goering's boast, that 
seizure of closer air bases would 
ennble his bombers to destroy Britain 
from the Shetlands to the Thames, 
no renl “springboard” attack on 
our East coast has been started. 


Recent events bring the threat 
much nearer home. Those events 
have given German bombers scores 
of new bnses: nine of them on Hol- 
lands West const. 

Previous German raids started 
malnly from two points: Sylt, in the 
North Friesians, and Borkum, in the 
Western group. 

Sylt les directly cast of the Hartle- 
pools; 760 miles out and home, Bor- 
kum faces Hull, 270 miles across 
the North Sen. A fast bomber could 
complete this 540-mile doubie-cross- 
Ing in little more than two hours— 
if not Intercepted. 

But past attempts proved costly, 
Beeause of the distance to be cover- 
ed, bombers had to fly without a 
fighter escort. 

ONLY 320 MINUTES AWAY 

But now, since France’s capitula- 
tion, {mportant points on. our East 
and South coasts are brought within 
half-an-hour’s flight of coastal land 
bases and seaplane bases... 

The Hogue (Ypenburg)* is 120 
miles from Harwich. Harskamp, 
just north of The Hague, !s about 
five miles farther, 

Amsterdam’s airports, Schiphol 
and Schellingwoude, Ie. 130 miles 
due enst of Lowestoft. 

Rotterdam (Waalhaven) is 130 
miles frém Harwich; snd Haom- 
atecde, on tie island of Schouwen, is 
140 mlles from the Thames Estuary. 
* Holland's two former Naval sca- 
plane stations are In the extreme 
north. They are De Mok and De 
Kooy, on the islands of Texel and 
Den Helder respectively, and In nt 
with Hull and Grimsby. 

The province of Zeeland, still in 
Dutch hands, has two mote coastal 
air buses: Flushing and Vecre (Mid- 
delburg).

‘Meanwhile our Home Defence ser- 
vices remain at their posts, keyed 
up for the vital test. 

Ever since last September, and for 
a long while before that, they have 
been warned by the Alr: Staff that 
raids on Britain must be prepared 
for—if not expected—and that, If 
they do come, losses and damage are 
inevitable. 

One possibility always in mind 
was attempted raids by bomber for- 
mations with fighter escorts, Inunch- 
ed from temporary bases in the Low 
Countries. 

Spitfire and Hurricane fighters at 
home are confident of being able to 
treat escorting Messerschmitt 110's 
just as roughly as our Advanced Air 
Striking Force treated them on the 
Western Front.

Survivors of German air crews 
who have attempted raids on Britain

Yet Germany's Jeaders, who place 
so little value on human life, may 
at any moment call on our . Home 
Defence services to do a job on a 
seale such as has never been ex- 
perienced in the British Isles.

But has the march into Beasara- 
bla marked any real change in So- 
viet policy towards Germany? One

The Nazis acquiesced, partly in the 
hope of keeping Russia. satisiied (and 
ousting her later) and partly be- 
cause their present pre-occupation 
in the west did nat allow them to 
do anything else. 

This does not mean that the Nazis 
may not make a counter-inove short- 
ly, especinily if Russla shows  in- 
terest In Rumnnia's oll.

POLICY 


The following is the text 
of an official communique 
issued last evening:— 


His Majesty's Government 
has decided that that part 
of the evacuation .scheme 
which provides for the com- 
pulsory evacuation of Brit- 
ish women and children of 
European race from the Col- 
ony should now be put into 
force. Letters are according- 
ly being sent out to all such 
persons who heave register- 
ed under the scheme with 
instructions to make the 


necessary preparations and| 


hold themselves in readiness. 
Additional instructions will 
be conveyed: to them in due 
course and supplemented as 
necessary by notices through 
the press. or over the wire- 
less, 

The latest date by which 
evacuees must be ready to 
depart is Friday, Sth July, 
1940. No exemptions will 

_be made except in the cose 
of persons registered for 
nursing services who. have no 
children here dependent on 
them and a few. others em- 
ployed in essential official 
posts. ; , 

Persons desiring exemp- 
tion and who have some re- 
cognised training in nurs- 
ing should apply to the Dir- 
ector of Medical Services 
who will inform the Direc- 
tor of Evacuation if exemp- 
tion is recommended. 

Evacuation will be in the 
first place to Manila where 
arrangements for the recep- 
tion and care of the women 
and children have been 
made by the Philippine Red 
Cross. Arrangements cover 
disembarkation: s ervice, 
temporary housing accom- 
modation pending -remova! 
to private quarters, nursing 
services for care of mothers 
and children, and facilities 
for communicating with rela- 
tives. Persons with adequate 
means will no doubt be able 
to obtain hotel accommoda- 
tion at their own expense. 
There will be'no difficulties 
in connection with Philip- 
pine Head Tax but all per- 
sons evacuated must have 
certificates of recent satis- 
factory vaccination against 
small pox. Evacuees will lat- 
er be sent on from Manila 
to other destinations and 
the Government of Australia 
has ‘indicated that .it will 
co-operate in arranging for 
temporary reception of eva- 
cuees there. 

The Government has in 
contemplation other 
schemes for the evacuation 
in due course of the women 
and children of other sec- 
tions of the population to 
suitable destinations. 

Arrangements are being 
made to provide financial 
assistance for refugees who 
are unable’ to » maintain 
themselves from ‘their. own 

_ resources; such assistance 
will in the first instance be 
_in the form of an advance.

Chinese territory on the two spcci- 
fled deys this week. The rising scale 
of prices and the incrensing difflculty 
experienced in importing foodstuffs 
into the Calony have been stressed 
and the refugees urged to return to 
their own homes and to be ready for 
the rice harvest next month.

General De Gaulle 


GENERAL Ne Gaulle, who has 

formed the French National 
Committee to carry on the war in 
the name of France at the side of 
Britain, is a man Who hus seen his 
worst dreams come tree. For 
yeurs he has been clumourlng for 
n motorised shock army to be the 
instrument of offensive strategy. 
But the odds were against him, 
and even a great military leader 
like General Weygand shared the 
view held by the majority of 
French strategists that mechanised 
nnd motorised units were primarily 
intended us defensive weapons, & 
covering force, not a shock army 
for offensive operations. 
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UT us far back as 1934, both 
Licutenant-Colonel (ay he then 
was) De Gaulle and General 
Allehaut, another great military 
student, were demanding a motor- 


armoured divisions. M. Paul 
Reynaud was the Parliamentary 
champion of the modernisation of 
the French Army, and strove 
mightily to overcome the de- 
ficiencies then apparent only to a 
few, Eventually, the tlde began to 
chonge In favour of the theorles 
of General Allchout, General De 
GaulNe and M. Reynaud, but as 
Inte os 1938 the French had no 
regularly organised motor-mechan- 
ised shock army like the ‘German 
Army.

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ON LIES AND RUMOURS 


HAT important, but not always interesting individual, 

the Average Person, must find his mind ever and 

again assailed these days by confusing ideas and impres- 
sions. fi 

On a rough classification, these fall under four heads: 
(1) News; (2) Propaganda; (3) Rumours; (4) Lies. 

For the first he relies on his newspaper rather than 
on radio reception, with its variety of versions from 
stations that are friendly, hostile or frigidly neutral. 

The aim of. the Empire’s Press is to be objective and 
truthful .in its presentation of news. The whole 
truth sometimes cannot be revealed. But what is actual- 
ly disclosed should be nothing but the truth, sober’; told, 
without an embroidery of suggestive falsehood. That is 
the ideal at which responsible publicists are expected to 
aim. But stunt journalists and sensation mongers will 
necessarily be ever ready to succumb to the temptation of 
exploiting the possibilities of mass hysteria. Fortunately 
the Average Person is not always so gullible as not to be 
able to distinguish straightforward facts from tendencious 
twaddle. 

As for propaganda, it certainly has its uses. - Much 
depends on its object. If it aims at doping people by dis- 
torting facts, there is little to be said in defence of it. But 
here again the sound commonsense of the Average Person 
can assert itself. He can cultivate a resistance to propa- 
ganda which is pernicious, and learn to see the point in 
the variety which seeks to present a point of view, so 
clearly, sincerely and forcibly as to convince him that it 
may after all be right. - . : 

The third thing that keeps on impinging on rather 
muddled minds these days is the recurrent and irrepres- 
sible rumour. The best way to kill it is to ignore it com- 
pletely and not repeat it to the next person one meets, 
who in turn passes it on, with a little embellishment, un- 
til it finally reaches some official who thinks it fit to con- 
tradict it flatly in print. Unfortunately the very denial 
necessitates the publication of the rumour. Thus many 
thousands who never: heard it before read it and begin to 
wonder how it ever started. No rumour should ever be 
taken seriously, no matter how reliable the person who 
tells you that he heard it in a broadcast from Oslo, Bata- 
via, or New York—or that his servant overheard a teashop 
proprietor whisper it to a vendor of empty bottles. 

Finally we come to lies. Somebody addicted to strong 
language informs us that these fall into’ three classes: 
(1) lies; (2) damned lies; and (3) Iles told by Dr. Joseph 
Goebbels. The last, he says, are the worst. There was, 
some months ago, premature satisfaction at the reported 
eclipse of the Fuehrer’s shrill, small propagandist. But he 
has still to be silenced. Most of his essays in the gentle 
art of lying could never orlginate elsewhere than in the 
mind‘ of Europe's arch-manufacturer of foul and clumsy 
falsehoods. It is Herr Hitler's belief thatthe bigger the 
Ne, the greater its value. But the Fuehrer forgets that 
some lies are so outrageously enormous that they are ab- 
solutely worthless. It ‘is only in Nazi Germany that.-lies 
of the Goebbels brand receive: official sanction. ° In this 
Colony the Average Person has to guard against the cir-

It ix a tragic end to a glorious tra- 
ditlon and while we think of the 
agony of France st the moment, we 
must try te remember the incaleul- 
able debt we owe to her as a nation. 


Disparity In numbers bad a great 
deal to do with ‘the disaster, though 
French soldiers were better tralned 
and just as well equipped as German 
soldiers, 


The mechanisation of the Gerniatt 
forces went far beyond anything ane 
ticipated jn France and proved the 
cMeiency by which Germany 
her secrets or the ineMeciency of the 
Allicd Intelligence service which 
did not pet them.

The French were natutntly des- 
pondent when Russia, her old ally, 
came to terms with Germany and 
the final blow came when Italy whom 
France saved from disaster at Capo- 
retto in 1917 showed a specullar form 
of gratitude by stabbing France in 
the back aot the most critical mo- 
ment of her history, 


There is no doubt that Germany 
had been Intriguing. in France. for 
many. yenrs before the war broke out 
to establish « pro-Nazi Government.

Britain's policy has always been 
to maintain, or restore, pence on the 
Continent by means of the balance 
of power. Ta-day !t is the same. 
The annihilation of an encmy Con- 
flicts' with Britaln’s historic policy. 

In this: article Professor Phillips 
explains this policy and rebuts Ger- 
man charges against Britain, 

England {s “n notion of shop- 
Keepers.” - That is a sneer which she 
can bear with equanimity; for in 
these days there {s no great natlon 
of which the same cannot be soid, It 
is otherwise with the charge that her 
policy hus always been dictated by 
the meanest commercial motives. 
This is a malicious fable, which she 
is justified Jn resenting. And still 
more Is she justified in branding as 
tt monstrous lic, to which currency 
is again being given, that her policy 
has always been to set the .Contin- 
ental natlons by the cars in order to 
gain a-clear field for the expansion 
of her trade. 

These Mes were first hatched In 
the heated atmosphere of Revolution- 
ary Paris; and Napoleon, more ¢~ 
pecinlly, propagated them as some 
sort of excuse for the way in which 
he treated neutral shipping in his 
efforts to starve England into sub- 
mission, " 

In Germany, after. Napoleon's fall, 
the sume cry wus taken up when 
Great Britain refused to agree to 
the dismemberment of France and 
the Inclusion of the Netherlands and 
Switzerland in the new German 
Confederation, : 

“If the frontier af France remains 
unaltered,” declared the great Prus- 
slan soldier Gneisenau, “It will be 
generally suid that Englund desires 
to throw the Continent into fresh

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And Stop Limping 


PATRIOTISM has always been one 
-of the chief springs of poctry. A 
-| viclory should be celebrated with 
songs of triumph, otherwise it may 
be forgotten. “There were many 
brave men before Agamemnon,” but 
thelr memory has perished for want 
of 1 Homer. Palestine and Greece 
were smali countries; but the world 
will never forget the deliverance of 
Jerusalem from the Assyrians, or the 
repulse of the Persian invasion. 

What a splendid poem is the story 
of the defeat of the Assyrian host, 
with its grim finale! “So Sennacherlb 
King of Assyrla departed, and went 
and returned, and dwelt at Nine- 
veh. And it came to pass, us he was 
worshipping In the house of Nisroch 
his god, that Adrammelech 
Sharerer his sons smote him with 
{he swords: snd they escaped into 
the lund of Armenia. And Esarhad- 
don his son reigned in his stead.” 

Equally fine is the play of Aeschy- 
lus about the Battle of Salamis. In 
both cases a small nation believed 
that it hnd been supernaturally de- 
livered from what looked like ine 
evitable subjection by a mighty pow- 
er. These were grand opportunitics 
for patriotic poetry. 
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Our poets have on the whole beer 
pacifists. Some of them, like Thomas 
Carew in the seventeenth century, 
have been isolationists: 

“What though the German drum

Shakespeare makes his Henry V. 
speak proudly, even bombaatically, 
on the eve of Agincourt, and Dray- 
ton, in his. spirited poem, ‘Fair stood 
the wind for Franco,” bousts in the 
same strain about the same battle. 
The Germuns recommended — the 
scene in Henry V. a8 good war poc- 
try; but rodomontade of this kind Is 
not really to our taste. 

We are a little ashumed of it. Our 
soldiers in the Great War sang grim- 
Jy humorous songs, quite unintelli- 
gible both to French and Germans 
such as? 

“Hold down your head, Fusilicr; 

There's a b—y great Hun 
With a b—y grent gun, 
“And he'll blow off your hend, 
Fusilier.” 

Or: * 

“Nobody knows how bored we ure, 

Bored we are, bored we are, 

Nobody knows how bored we are,

And nobody seems to care.” : 

The hymn of hate, dendly real to 
the Germans, was a joke to our men. 
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At the end of the Givil War Eng- 
land was for a short time the first 
military power in Europe, “I have 
seen the English,” said Turenne. 
“They ure the finest troops.in the 
world.” Our poets under the, Pro- 
tectarate were not pacific.. , Crom- 
well’s laureate, Marvell, exhorts him 
to crown his exploits by demolishing 
our recent ally in the Great War. 

“A Cucsar he ere long to Gaul, 
To Italy on Hannibal.” 

Milton glories -in Cromwell's vic- 
tories, but reminds him’ that “peuce 
hath her victories not Icss renowned 
than war.” . 

In the clghtcenth century peace- 
loving poets are Jumes Thomson, 
William Collins, Hannah More, snd 
William Cowper. 

The long war against Napoleon was 
the occasion of some of Wordsworth’s 
finest poetry. The picture of the 
“the very perfect 
gentle knight,” was no doubt meant 
for Nelson. Not many poems were 
written about Wellington, and I be- 
lieve ho would have been much an- 
noyed with Tennyson’s famous ode 
uhout him. For ‘the Iron Duke, 
though fie was no ‘sentimentalist, 
“Anyone,” he 
sald, “who has seen eytn one day of 
what war really {s, would pray God 
that he may never seo’ another.” 

Wordsworth's “patriotic sonnets 
came again into their own in the 
Great War. They are inspired by 
the conviction that British lberty 
and British traditions—all that the 
name of England stands for, are 
things too. preclous to be lost,: “It 
fs not to be thotight. of...” These 
sonnets are worthy:of.a nation which 
never Jost heart or hopo under a pro-.
